except Charles Trantman. Joseph Tluck- 
errnan, Richard Hift'ner, Joseph Stlveri 
and a man named Ruffen. 


These men were working in an up- 


stairs room in the central part of tha 
plant. All of them reached the street 
but returned for their personal effects 
and were trapped by tha flames. 
The 


charred bodies were found huddled to- 
gether near the door and burned be- 
yond recognition.

for the time being by.cleaning out lios!- 
tile posts which were holding out to 
the southeast of the village. This es-

.Tames B. Donnelly, who sang "Keep the 
Home Fires Burning." with the crowd 
taking up the 'retrain.

Coxiwaiu Hyde 


Coxswain Jack Hyde, who has a 


viable reputation as a war speaker, was 
introduced and his subject was "Eternal 
America." He said in par!: 


"Someone told me before 
the 
war 


there was nothing to light for. 
But'I 


don't want to go through hell to get to 
heaven, and we will if we don't win this 
war. 


"You can't rob a man of his souK I'm 


a Baptist and -I believe in hell. 
Tho 
kaiser Is the devil. There was another, 
but he resigned. 1 don't believe the soul 
of America can 
be defeated 
miles:; 


America allows it. 


"Consider American life socially. M'e 


love our homes. No one except probably 
the Scotch and Irish, loves his homo 
more than Americans. I lost my home 
and fought the world since then and 
dug dirt at Colon where- you had to 
have a yuu on your hip. 1 have tho 
scars on my hands yet. 


"In all my travels, including splendM 


Europe, I never forget home. 1 went 
there last summer to bid my folks £ood 
bye. And I believe by my holy mother 
and dear father, that Germany is an en- 
emy to American homes and must be 
defeated. 


"But wait a minute, Hyde, Germany 


has homes! Yes. True. Germany has 
fine towns. Her cities are clean, mor- 
ally and 
physically. 
But—have you 


read the new moral law recently passerl 
by the Germans? It's good reading; for 
Pigs! 


"War is a rotten business. 
I'm thy 


son of a Quaker, but when it comes !o 
knocking hell out of Germany, Im an 
carthquaker. 


"Part of my education was German. 


I swallowed Nietschke and the rest of 
the worst bunch that ever led a nation 
Clod created into hell. But I'm glad I'm 
alive. I believe 
American 
education 


will lead the world." 


Ho spoke of schoolboy suicide in Ger- 


many, because the young minds could 
not stand the 
stuff 
Germany taught 


them. He illustrated the German kul- 
tur, of might makes right, by typically 
German, conversations, and referred to 
the statue of Germanica with a sword 
in one hand and a skull In the other. A 
German girl declared In him that Ger- 
many had the same right to use the 
iiesh and bones of other nations, just 
as man uses the flesh and bones of the 
lower animals. 


"I wish I could believe this was a war 


only against the masters of Gonnany. 
But their ideas arc deep in everybody 


in Germany and we've got to knock it 
out. 


"The thing that is eternal in America 


Is deeper than education. 
A German 


stood In this country and said that Ger- 
many, after the 'war was over, would 
replace ruined architectural wonders by 
Germant art. 
Guess the coal pile he's 


working' on is not very easy just now "

'He told of receiving a death letter 


from the I.W.W. from a town not far 
from Lowell, also

J. K. Xewton was next introduced as 


a man who has been with the American 
forces at the front for six months, and 
he gave some interesting word pictures 
of conditions "over there."

night.' Being bombed in the city is dif- 
i'erent than being in the Held." He gave 
;- song of the trenches ending. "You can 
bomb the whole damned army if you 
don't bomb me." 


lie described an air raid on Paris, in 


which lie was concerned. "It Is spec- 
tacular in Paris, but not so much so in 
London. Ail you can hear is the' whirr- 
ing- of the Hun plane and the burstin^ 
of the bombs. 


"When the signal comes, you have '0 


minutes to lind a hole and the hotels 
arc made dark. 
When it came while I 


was in London, 1 picked up a woman 
with a child and carried the child while 
she directed me. In the shelter a woman 
was playing the piano. 


"The next night 1 was on the under- 


ground system when informed of raid 
It is not safe on the street, for, besides 
the bombs, there is the shrapnel bar- 
rage—for what 
goes up must come 


down. So I rode up and down the un- 
derground system with thousands of 
others until after midnight. 


"The next night, another raid, and 


this time it struck near the hotel There 
were some horrible sights there under 
an archway where 
they 
had 
sought 
shelter. 


"That is what Is happening in Lon- 


don on these beautiful nights when tho 
moon is shining. They pray for clouls 
and rain, for then the Hun won't come. 


"No,,- as to food conditions. In Lon- 


don 1 asked for two sausages and two 
portions of mashed 
potatoes. But 1 


could not get it. 
t asked for a wel^h 


rarebit—same thing. 
All 1 could -et 


was a dropped egg on toast. 1 have one 
01 these cards here. It looks volumin- 
ous but here in a corner you read that 
no one can eat for more than one and 
tuppence—28 cents. You can't till your 
stomach on as cents—not on this 'pro- 
gram."

An hour after meet- 
ing Mr. Ric-ar/1 our cannons began to 
roar and a few minutes later we were 
Between two tires and Inasmuch as Eu- 
geno disappeared, I thought him dead, 
inn as luck had it, Eugene came out -ti

are, he said, "for they can't 
kill a 
iM-enehman." To that I replied, "If they 
do they will have to do better than they 
are doing at present." 


Kpmeuma ago I went over the top 


with a trench sergeant for the purpose 
ot figuring the 
amount of 
munition 
there, but as soon, as we were spotted 
by the Germans, exploding shells canns 
irom all directions with the result that 
we were, forced to return to the trench, 
es. 
Iwenty minutes later, while walk- 
ing in the trenches, I h -ard a loud re- 
port and turning around saw that a rifl« 
ouilel had struck the slump of a tree 
upon which 1 was standing a miiiuf" 


1 am in a rest camp today and we are 
all waiting for onr pay, for we haven't 
«men'i i"'ly ,m£ney tor thrco months and 
smoking tobacco is very scarce. 
Von 
may tell Bernadette and Victor that 1 
have smoked with great delight the to- 
bacco and cigarets they sent me and 
that I could smoke some more. 
You 


will excuse, me for not writing sooner 
lor paper is very scarce in the trenches' 
I expect to be granted a 10 days' fur- 
lough pretty soon and 
if everythln- 
come3 out right I will visit some of tie 
important cities of France. Clgarets 
and tobacco will be welcome. Best "- 
sards to all and love to you and 
the 
other members of the family.

"There are two methods 
of caring 


for 
Children 
who

charges—the institutional system and 
what is known as the placing out sys- 
tem. Massachusetts In its history 
of 


caring for baby 
charges 
has 
gone 


through the numerous phases. 
Origi- 


nally all of the children in 
Massa- 


chusetts were cared for in three big 
almshouses located at Monson, Bridge- 
water and that located near your own 
city, 
now the state 
Innrmai-y 
at 


Tewksbury. The mingling of the child 
of tender years with others who were 
termed as the "scrap heaps" of the 
commonwealth, was detrimental to the 
children who are naturally more 
re- 


sponsive to their environments, so that 
people became very much 
disturbed 


about children being kept in alms- 
houses with adults. 


"In 1863 the state board of charities 


was established. 
Prior to that time 


very little care had 
been 
conferred 


upon the minor wards of the 
state. 


Gradually there began an 
awakening.

Last 
year we received $7100 in such pay- 
ments. 


"When we receive children the first 


thing done is to put them through a 
very careful physical examination. If 
they are found to be suffering: from 
contagious or infectious disease they 
are sent to one of our temporary 
homes. 
There arc three departments, 


one for children under three years, an- 
other for children between the ages 
of 3 and 12 and the third for older 
children. 
We find that SO per cent, 


are in need of some kind of medical 
treatment. 
Every week a meeting of 


the visitors of these children is held 
and either the visitors as^ree to take 
a child or one is assigned to her. That 
child is her obligation and it is her 
business to seo that the child is placed 
in such phj'sical shapa tt» to make it 
fit to place in a seme. 


"Many of tho childrer; we receive 


aro backward mentally or feeble mind- 
ed. Owing to the large number of de- 
linquents and lack of quarters we have 
got to send some of these to the state 
infirmary at Tewksbury. 
It is esti- 


mated that there are between 12,000 
and 14,000 feeble-minded peopla in this 
state.

spondent pf the Associated Press vis- 
ited the cruiser Vindictive yesterday 
iis the guest of Capt. Alfred P. B. Car- 
penter, who commanded her in the ex- 
pedition 
last 
Tuesday against 
the 


German submarine base at Zeebrugge 
on the Belgian coast. 


Capt. Carpenter received the corre- 


spondent with his arm in a sling from 
a 
-shell 
splinter wound. The 
ship 


showed innumerable signs of conflict, 
her decks and superstructure 
being 


covered with the scars of shells and 
machine gun hits. 


The commander during the attack 
was at the end of the bridge in a small 
steel box or cabin, which had 
been 


specially constructed-to house a (lame 
thrower. In the course of a long ac- 
count of the part taken by the Vindic- 
tive in the raid, Capr. Carpenter said: 


"Our chief purpose in the expedition 


was to direct the attention of- the bat- 
tery while the block ships ran in, es- 
pecially the battery of 
11-inch guns 


which occupied a commanding 
posi- 


tion at the toj) of the mole. Our ship 
was elaborately prepared for the busi- 
ness of landing soldiers on the mole, 
which i i of stone. 4'J ftCL high anil 
15 feet above the Vindietive's top deck 
at the state of the tide when the at- 
tack took place. 
Landed 500 Men on Mole 


"\Ve had a 
special 
superstructure 


over the upper deck and three 
long 


gangways or 'brows' which were de- 
signed to lake the men up to the level 
t»f tiie mole as soon as we got along- 
side. Exactly according to plan \\e 
ran alongside the mole, approaching it 
on the port side, where we were equip- 
ped with specially built 
buffers 
of 


wood two feet wide. 


"As there was 'nothing for us to tie 


up to wo merely dropped anchor there 
while, the Daffodil kept up against the 
mole with her no.se- against the oppo- 
site side of our ship". 


"In the fairly heavy sea two of our 


Ihree gangways were smashed, but 
the third held and 500 men swarmed 
up this on to the mole. This gangway 
was two feet wide and i!0 feet Icing. 


"The men who went up it included 


::00 marines and 150 storming" seamen 
from the Vindictive and 50 or so from 
the Daffodil. They swarmed 
up the 


steel gangway carrying hand grenades 
and Lewis' guns.

ceeded in" approaching the gangway,

."The battery of 11-inch guns at the 


end of the mole was only 300 yards 
away and it kepi trying to reach us 
The shore batteries also were dili- 
gent. Only a few German shells hit 
our hull because it was well protected 
by the wall of the mole, but the uppei 
structure, masts, stacks and ventila- 
tors ahowed above the wall and were 
riddled. 
A considerable proportion of 


our casualties wore caused by splint- 
ers from these upper works.

Had to Practice in Secret 


"One difficulty we had in preparing 


Lhir; expe-iitlcn was that we could not 
have open practice of what we con- 
templated doing for fear the enemy 
might get information of the plan. Our 
preparation, therefore, was limited to 
a certain amount of intensive training 
at night lighting and bombing1, while 
officers were carefully drilled in deal- 
ng with all exigencies likely to occur. 


"All 
the men were tuned up to a

"IT'S THE AMERICANS!"

i force of American troops has been 


placed in the very gateway to Amiens 
and on Tuesday they not only resisted 
but routed iBe fiercest onslaught the 
Germans could launch. Jn this exploit 
alone,

learned 
what 


courageous \varriors the 
Americans 


are. News of their feats of valor has 
already percolated through the German 
troops and it was no doubt as a result 
of this that gun crews at Zeebrugge 
mistook the British raiders for Ameri- 
cans and pretfPitately Hed. 


It's the Arfiericans!" they exclaim- 


ed, and tho artillery crews abandoned 
their guns, 
leaving them to be de- 


stroyed by the British marines. This 
is gratifying news as it shows the 
status of our forces at the front. It 
proves that they are the equals of any 
soldiers in th£ conflict and the supe- 
riors of most of them. Our only re- 
gret is that their numbers are 
not 


much greater. 


The junkers of Prussia sneered at 


our war as Keing made entirely on 
paper; but th#y realize full well that 
America will become tho deciding fac- 
tor in the waf and that is why they 
are fighting with such desperation to 
beat the Allied before we are able to 
transfer the Weight of our strength 
across the ocean. When 
the final 


reckoning comes and when Germany 
is beaten to her knees, she will look 
around in a <3azed condition to see 
who struck t»c final blow, but the 
disaster to her power will proclaim 
the answer—the Americans. 


Even now ifi her efforts to reach 


the channel there is a prospect that 
Germany will be once more defeated 
and in her desperation she Will see 
that the American forces though small 
in number helped to turn the tide and 
prevent her from reaching any of her 
great objectives-

THE AIMS OF GERMANY 


By many it Is disputed that Ger- 


many had any warlike designs on this 
country or that she had really planned 
the domination of the world. There 
is no one fact of history better au- 
thenticated th*n her design as ex- 
pressed in "D^utchland Uber Alles." 


It has been trie shibboleth of her au- 


tocratic militarists for many years 
openly, but it -had long previously 
been cherished and nurtured secretly 
among the Prussian junkers, the Ho- 
henzollerns and their ruling relatives 
on the thrones of Europe, excepting, 
of course, the dynasty of England. 


In recent year's, the German militar- 


ist writers had no hesitation in denn- 
ing the aims of Germany upon the 
rest of the wtfrld. Even as late as 
1916, Klaus Wagner, a German writer, 
in a book entitled "War" had this 
illuminating statement: 


"Not only North America but the 


whole of America, must become a 
bulwark of 'German Kultur,' perhaps 
the strongest fortress of the Germanic 
races. That is everyone's hope who 
has freed himse-'lf from his own local 
European pride and who places race 
feeling above r&e love of home." 


That shows v?hether Germany had 


designs upon America. It shows that 
the American states, north and south, 
must unite in (heir common defense 
md. for their common safety against 
the designs of Gfennany. 


The great trouble is, that it is diffi- 


cult to get som(3 people to believe in 
the clanger from tills scheme so long 
nursed by ' Germany. Only let Ger- 
many triumph in the present struggle 
in Europe and sr»e would soon endeav- 
or to conquer o^ overrun the United 
States. Very fe^ realize 
how 
Ger- 


many has been Jaylng her wires 
to 


overthrow the government 
of 
this 


country. It was for that special pur- 
pose, she filled this nation with her 
plotters and spies, her Von Papens 
and Bernstorffs. 


No longer ago than In 1808 Kaiser 


Wilhelm said of the then president of 


. the German-American Alliance; 


"If man ever was worthy of decora- 


tion at my hand* It was Herr Dr. 
Hexamer, the president of the league, 
who may justly bo termed to be, by 
my grcce, the actins ruler of all Ger- 
mans In the United States."

blindly followed 
recipes 
with 
the 


faith of a child just because "it has 
never failed," but with no thought of 
the separate Ingredients 
and their 
particular effect upon the whole. 


Suddenly the cooks of the coun- 


try are asked to use a little less 
sugar, a little less fat and a differ- 
ent kind of flour. 


If they know what grains, for in- 


stance, are most alike in their cook- 
ing quality they can easily make a 
necessary substitute in some old and 
tried recipe that calls for wheat in 
abundance. 
If they stop to think 


that peanut butter is a fat in itself 
they 
will know how to use it in 


some recipe as a partial substitute 
for the fat called for. 
If they wish 


to avoid a decided flavor from some 
certain substitute they will learn to 
blend several possible substitutes to 
the desired amount. 


In other words they will use more 


brains in cooking. And because of 
that, cooking will no 
longer 
seem 


drudgery 
but an 
accomplishment.

I-low can the housewife, managing 


family on a moderate or a small in- 
come, do ho.r part in over-subscribing 
the third Liberty loan for the govern- 
ment';' How can she subscribe at all? 
That is the question perplexing mil- 
lions of American women today. 


The fact that the time in which to 


buy bonds of the third loan is extend- 
ed only to May 
-1 should not deter the 


woman whose household takes every 
penny she can scrape, or the woman 
who has just begun to practice econ- 
omy. Bonds do not have to bo bought 
outright. 
They can be bought either 


on a plan which allows from the date 
of purchase until August 15 to pay for 
them in full, or on another plan of 
weekly installments extending over a 
period of a year. The country's ability 
to tinance the government is based on 
the application 
of the, 
principle 
of 


economy and credit which form the 
basis of nearly all business, and these 
need only to be extended to the homes 
of the country in order to enable Am- 
erican housewives to carry their share 
of the loan.

bouse wives should submit to the in- 
convenience- of an irregular household 
allowance. 
A woman should be her 


husband's partner and their household 
should 
be managed

business in which they are jointly and 
equally interested.

for her own sake, as we.ll as his, she

"Consider American life socially. We 


love our homes. No one except probably 
the Scotch and Irish, loves his homo 
m&re than Americans. 1 lost my home 
and fought the world since then and 
dug dirt at Colon where you had to 
have a gun on your hip. 
I have thj 


scars on my hands yet. 


"In all my travels, including splendid 


_Europe, 1 never forget home, i went

And 1 believo. by my holy mother 
and dear father, that Germany i.s an en- 
emy to American homes and must be 
defeated. 


"But wait a minute, Hyde, Germany 


has homes! Yes. 
True, Germany has 


fine towns.

read the new moral law recently passe.1 
by tho Germans? It's good reading for 
pl£s! 


"\Var is a rotten business. I'm the 


son of a Quaker, but when it comes !o 
knocking" hell out of Germany, Im an 
oarthquaker. 
"Part of my education was German. 


I swallowed Nietschke and the rest of 
the worst bunch that ever led a nation 
God created into hell. But I'm glad J'ni 
alive. I believe 
American 
education 


will lead the world." 


He spoke of schoolboy suicide in Ger- 


many, because the young minds could 
not stand the

Germany

them. He illustrated the German Ku!7 
tur, of might makes right, by typically 
German conversations, and referred to 
the statue of Gerrnanica with a sword 
in one hand and a skull in the other.

From the Trenches 


J. E. New 
11 ton was next introduced as 


a man who has been with the American 
forces at'the'front for six months, and 
he gave some interesting word pictures 
of conditions "over there." He said in 
part: 


"Tonight is fair, and we enjoy it. But 


in Paris and London people look at the 
moon and say. "The Hun will come to- 
night.' Being bombed in thu city is dif- 
ferent than being in the field." He gave 
r. song1 of the trenches ending. "You can 
bomb the whole damned army if you 
don't bomb me." 


He described an air raid on Paris, in 


which he was concerned. 
"H is spec- 


tacular in Paris, but not so much so in 
London. All you can hear is the whirr-, 
ing of the Hun plane and the bursting 
of the bombs. 


"When the signal comes, you have 10 


minutes to find a hole and the hotels 
are made dark. When it came while J 
WHS in London, 1 picked up a woman 
with a child and carried the child while 
she directed me. In the shelter a woman 
was playing the piano. 


"The next night I was on the under- 


ground .system when informed of raid. 
H is not safe, on the street, for, besides 
the bombs, there is the shrapnel bar- 
rage—for what goes up must come 
clown. So 1 rode up and down the. un- 
derground system 
with 
thousands of 
others until after midnight. 


"The next night, another raid, and 


this time it struck near the hotel. There 
were some horrible sights there under 
an archway where 
they 
had sought 
shelter. 


"That i.s what is happening in Lon- 


don on these beautiful nights when the 
moon is shining. They pray for clou-.13 
and jaln, for then the Hun won't come. 


'No,/ as to food conditions. In Lon- 


don 1 asked for two u»usages and two 
portions of 
mashed 
potatoes. 
But I 


could not get it. 1 asked for a wel-h 
rarebit—same thing. 
All 1 could get

of these cards hero. It looks volumin-

He gave in detail the workings 
of the beard of charity frbm its es- 
tablishment up to the present 
time, 


dealing with the various 
classes of 


children cared 
for, 
the 
manner 
in 


which they are treated and the results. 


He explained the 
different 
groups 


into which the children 
are 
divided 


and compared the care of children in 
the alrnuhouses a number of years ago 
with the manner in which the children 
a-re cared for in 
private 
homes 
at 


the present time. He spoko in part as 
follows: 


"There are two methods 
of caring 


for 
children 
who 
become 
public 


charges—the institutional system and 
what in known as the placing out sys- 
tem, Massachusetts in its history 
of 


caring for baby 
charges 
has 
gone 


through the numerous phases. 
Origi- 


nally all of the children in 
Massa- 


chusetts were cared for in ihree big 
almshousea located at Monson, Bridge- 
water and that located near your own 
city, 
now 
the 
state- infirmary 
at 


Tewksbury. The mingling of the child 
of tender yours with others who were 
termed as the "scrap heaps'1 
of 
the 


commonwealth, was detrimental to the 
children who are naturally more 
re- 


sponsive to their environments, so that 
people became very much 
disturbed 


about children being' kept 
In alma- 


houses with adults. 


"In 1863 the state board of charities 


was established. 
Prior to that 
time 


very little care had 
been 
conferred 


upon the minor wards of the 
state. 


Gradually there began an awakening. 
Moral obligations bad come to urge the 
care of them in a different way and 
the realization was gradually 
sinking 


in deeper and deeper that more ade- 
quate care should be taken of the mi- 


Now wo see a different at- 
titude toward the poor in general.

"In the 40's and 50's some children 


were placed out from the three in- 
stitutions but they were not distribut- 
ed in a careful way. Practically no in- 
vestigation was made as to 
whether 


the children would 
bo properly cared 


for or not and no visitation was after 
wards made unless a complaint was 
made. In fact, to use the slang expres- 
sion it was a case of 
"passing 
the 


buck," that is to say, shifting the re 
sponsibility. 
There has been a great 


change come over all those engaged 
the work of caring for children. 


"One of the first things that 
the 


state board of charity did was to 
se- 


cure the passage of an act to appoint 
a supervisor of all children supported 
wholly or in part by 
the 
common- 


wealth. 
That was the origin of the 


minor ward's children 
division. 
"We 


have now grown so that we have sev- 
eral thousand children and we have 
staff of !)2 people to look after them. 
After the board was organized the next 
thing to do was to gel all tbe children 
out of 'he various almshouses. 
First 


the children were taken out of Tewks- 
bury and Bridgewater and were con- 
centrated in 
the 
so-called 
primary 


school at Monson. Later all adults were 
excluded and the Monson school was 
entirely given over to children. 


"Later the children were placed out 


on a free basis. 
They were 
found

ABOARD H. M. S. VINDICTIVE, in 


Dover Harbor, April 26.—A corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press vis- 
ited the cruiser Vindictive yesterday 
as the guest of^Capt. Alfred F. B. Car- 
penter, who commanded her in the ex- 
pedition 
last 
Tuesday against 
the 


German submarine base at Zeebrugge 
on the Belgian coast. 


Capt. Carpenter received the corre- 


spondent with hJs arm in a sling from 
a .shell splinter 
wound. The ship 


showed innumerable signs ot conflict, 
her decks and superstructure 
being 


covered with the scars of shells and 
machine gun hits. 


The commander during the attack 


was. at the end of the bridge in a small 
steel box or cabin, which had 
been 


specially constructed to house a flame 
thrower. In the course of a long ac-_^ 
count of the part taken by the Vindic- 
tive in the raid, Capt. Carpenter said: 


"Our chief purpose in the expedition 


was to direct the attention of the bat- 
tery while the block ships ran in. es- 
pecially the battery of 11-inch guns 
which occupied a commanding posi- 
tion at the top of the mole. Our ship 
was elaborately prepared for the busi- 
ness ot landing soldiers on the mole, 
which ii of stone, 40 feet high and 
15 feel above the'Viudictive's top deck 
at the state of the tide when the at- 
tack took place. 
Landed 500 Men on Mole 


"We had a 
special 
superstructure 


over the upper deck and three 
long 


gangways or 'brows' which were, de- 
signed to take the men up to the level 
of the mole as soon as we got along- 
side. Exactly according to plan we 
ran alongside the mole, approaching it 
on the port side, where we were equip- 
ped with specially built 
buffers 
of 


wood two feet wide. 


"As there was nothing for its to tie 


up to we merely dropped anchor there 
while the Daffodil kept up aga.inst the 
mole with her nose'against the. oppo- 
site side of our .ship. 
. 
. - • - 


"In the fairly heavy sea two of our 


three gangways were smashed, but 
the third held and 500 men swarmed 
up this on to the mole. This gangway 
was two feet .wide and" SO feet long. 
. "The men who went up it included 


300 marines and 150 storming seamen 
from the Vindictive and 50 or so from 
the Daffodil.. They swarmed 
up 
the 


steel gangway carrying hand grenades 
and Lewis guns", 
ffu Germans suc- 


ceeded in approaching the gangway, 
but a hard hand-to-hand fight 
took 


place about 200 yards up 
the 
mole 


towards" the shore. - 
Block Ships Successfully Sunk. 


"The "Vindictive's bow was' pointed 


toward the shore so the bridge got the 
lull effect of enemy lire from the shore 
iiatteries. One shell exploded against

the pilot house, killing nearly all its 
10 occupants. Another burst in 
the 


fighting top, killing a lieutenant and 
eight men who were doing excellent 
work \vjth two pompoms and four ma- 
chine guns. 


"The battery of 11-inch guns at the 


end of the mole was only 300 yards 
away and it kept trying to reach us. 
The shore batteries also were dili- 
gent. Only a few German shells, hit 
our hull because it was well protected 
by the wall of the mole, but the upper 
structure, masts, stacks and ventila- 
tors showed above the wall and were 
riddled. A . considerable proportion of 
our casualties were caused by splint- 
ers from these upper works. 


"Meanwhile the Daffodil continued 


to push us against the wall as if no 
battle was on. if 
the Daffodil had 


failed to (lo this none of the members 
of the. landing party would have been 
able to return lo the ship. 


"Twenty-live minutes after the Vin- 


dictive had reached the mole the first 
block ship passed in and headed ^for 
the canal. Two others 
followed 
in 


leisurely fashion while we kept up the 
fight on the mole. One of the block 
ships stranded outside of the canal, 
but the two others got 200 or 300 
yards inside, where they were success- 
fully sunk across the entrance. 
Had to Practice in Secret 


"One difficulty we had in preparing 


tlii.'i cxpeditirir was that we could not 
have open practice of what we con- 
templated doing for tear the enemy 
might gel information of the plan. Our 
preparation, therefore, was limited to 
a certain amount of intensive training 
at night lighting and bombing, while 
officers were carefully drilled in deal- 
ing with all exigencies likely to occur. 


"All the men were tuned up to a 


high pitch and it was with very anx- 
ious hearts that we waited for a/suit- 
able time to strike, knowing that every 
clay we waited there was a 
greater 


chance ot" our secret leaking out. 


"Fifteen minutes after the Vindic- 


tive arrived alongside the 
mole our 


submarine exploded under the viaduct 
connecting the mole with the main- 
land. The Germans had sent a con- 
siderable force to this 
viaduct 
as 


soon as the submarine arrived, and 
these men were gathered *m the via- 
duct attacking our submersible with 
machine guns. When the 
explosion 


occured 
the 
viaduct ami 
Germans 


were blown up together. The crew of 
the submarines, consisting of six men, 
escaped on board a dingy to-a motor 
launch. 
Howitzer Knocked Out 


"Early in the 
lighting 
a 
German 


shell knocked ont our howitzer, which 
had been getting ill some good shots 
on a. big German seaplane station on 
the mole half a mile away. This is 
the largest seaplane station in Belgi- 
um. 
Unfortunately our 
other 
guns 


could not be brought to bear effec- 
tively upon it. The shell which dis- 
abled the howitzer killed all the mem- 
bers of the gun crew. Many men were 
also killed by a German shell which 
hit the molo close to our ship and 
scattered fragments of steel and stone 
among the marines assembling ou the 
deck around the gangway. 


"The German fire was very hot all 


the time wo lay alongside the mole. 
At times the German guns reached 
as high as 40 shots per minute. Dur- 
ing the hottest part of the fighting 1 
left my station in the flame house and 
went all around the ship to see how 
things were going. 
The spirit of the 


men was excellent. All they asked 
Was 'are we winning?' 
Iris Uost Most Heavily 


"Half an hour after the block ships 


went in, we received the 
signal 
to 


Withdraw. The Vindictive's siren was 
blown and the men returned from all 
parts of the mole and thronged down 
the gangway. We put off after hav- 
ing laid alongside just about an hour. 
The Germans made no effort, to inter- 
fere with our getaway, other than to 
continue their heavy lirins." 


The Vindictive was 
provided^ with 


plenty of defensive equipment in case 
the Germans attempted to board her. 


The heaviest casualties of the ex- 


pedition appear to have been inflicted 
on the personnel of 
the Iris many 


on board being killed by a shell which 
burst on the bridge. Another shell 
went clear through the Iris. Of the 
casualties on board this vessel, more 
than a third was killed. 


Funeral services for the men who 


•were lost will be held here today. A 
memorial service for Capt H. C. Hal- 
lihan, who commanded the seamen's 
storming party, was held yesterday.

soldiers in the conflict and the supe- 
uors of most of them. Our only re- 
"gret is that their numbers are not 
much greater.

.paper" but .they realize full well that 
^America will become the deciding fac- 
'ior in the war and that is why they 
are fighting with such desperation to 
beat the Aliies before we are able to 
tiansfer the weight of our strength 
across the ocean.

THE AIMS OF GERMANY 


By many it is disputed that Ger- 


•many had any warlike designs on this 
country or that sho had really planned 
the domination of the world. There 
is no one fact of history better au- 
thenticated than her design as ex- 
pressed, in "Deutchland Tiber Alles." 


It has been the shibboleth of her au- 


tocratic militarists for many years 
.openly, but it had long previously 
been cherished and nurtured secretly 
among the Prussian junkers, the Ho- 
ienzollerns and their ruling relatives 
on the thrones of Europe, excepting, 
of course, the dynasty of England. 


In recent years, the Germaji militar- 


ist writers had no hesitation in defin- 
ing- the aims of Germany upon the 
rost of the world. Even as lato as 
1016, KJauH Wagner, a German writer, 
in a book entitled "War" had this 
illuminating statement: 


"Not only North America but the 


•whole of America, must become a 
bulwark of 'Germaji Kultur,1 perhapa 
the strongest fortress of the Germanic 
races. That is everyone's hope who 
has freed himself from his own local 
European pride and who places race 
feeling above the love of home," 


That shows whether Germa.ny had 


.designs upon America. It shows that 
the American states, north and south, 
must unite in thuir common defense 
and for their common safety against 
the designs of Germany. 


The great trouble Is, that it is diffi- 


cult to gel some people to believe in 
the danger from this scheme sn long 
nursed by Germany. Only let Ger- 
many triumph in the present struggle 
In Europe and she would soon endeav- 
or to conquer or overrun the United 
States. Very few reaJize how Ger- 
many has been laying her wires to 
overthrow the government 
of 
this 


country. It was for that special pur- 
pose, she filled this nation with her 
plotters and spies, her Von Papons 
and Bernstorffs.

The first of this year, a ISIS home 
card was prepared, calling for one 
meatless and wheatless day in every 
week, one wheatless meal in every 
day. and meatless meal every day, 
and in addition, one porkless day. 


Due to this voluntary reduction of 


meat consumption the 
government 


has been able to provide such sup- 
plies to the allies as transportation 
permitted.

All commercial bakers are 


required to use 25 per cent of wheat 
substitute in bread baking. 


In addition to this,

hotels and restau- 


rants all over the Jand are volun- 
tarily pledging themselves io abstain 
from 
the 
eating 
and 
serving 
of 


wheat in any 
form until the next 


harvest. 


Whenever it becomes possible to 


grant more leeway in the use of any 
of the prescribed foods the public is 
promptly notified. 
On 
the 
other 


hand, when the need for conserva- 
tion becomes more urgent, as is just 
now (he 'case with wheat, the public 
in turn stands ready to buckle up 
its bolt a bit tighter. 


Only a public conscience 
a wak- 


ened to the duty of food saving and 
a willingness on the part of all the 
people of America to change their 
dietary habits with changing needs, 
will see us 
through 
the 
difficult 


months ahead. 


Potatoes in the U. S. and Germany 


Potatoes are being: offered as the 


main 
solution 
in 
the 
problem 
of 


fciibsluui.erf for 
wheat. 
Cooked in 


any of a score or more of ways, or 
ground to flour and used in bread, 
this native American product claims 
its birthright as a loyal aid to the 
cause of democracy. 


Germany lias 
long 
been 
keenly 


alive to .its value and 
before 
the 


war 
produced 
a crop about three 


times as great as ours. 
England, 


too. fell behind Germany in potato 
production. 


In the pre-war period, it was esti- 


mated that the average 100 acres of 
British cultivated land included less 
than two acres of potatoes while the 
same area in Germany htid ten acres 
of that crop. 


The average consumption of pota- 


toes in the United States has been 
about 2.6 bushels per annum, per per- 
son, which is equal to. approximately 
one medium sized potato per day. 


In the aggregate, the Germans have 


eaten 7.3 bushels per person, annually, 
and although this figure is clue to the 
fact that potatoes form so large a 
part of the food of the poor, even 
among: the well-to-do classes the av- 
erage was 
3.G bushels, or a bushel 


more a year than in this country. 


Only 2S per cent of the pctato crop 


in Germany was used for food, how- 
ever. 
A t least A 0 per cent of 
the 


production was fed to farm animals. 
especially hogs. 
Millions of bushels 


were converted into starch and al- 
cohol. 


Dried potatoes are of great value 


in Germany, as they can be kept for 
so much longer in that form and can 
create a groat reserve. 
They are 


ground into flour and are at the pres- 
ent time used largely in the making 
of German war bread. 
Cattle and 


horses are fed great quantities of the 
dried potatoes. 


Potatoes will be 
grown 
in 
this 


country during the coming- season in 
greater quantities than ever 
before 


and with far better results, because 
careful planting, selection of seed po- 
tatoes, and 
wiser 
cultivation 
are 


being taken up. 
The introduction of 


co-operative methods of buying and 
shipping, and better storage facilities 
will make for improved distribution. 
Increased consumption should result 
from the widespread campaign to se- 
cure such excellence of cooking of po- 
tatoes that their substitution for wheat 
will beuome a matter of choice as well 
as a patriotic measure. 


Some Recipes for Wheat-Saving

15 minutes.
